In all, the senators accepted 
11 recommendations of the 
University Admissions com- 
mittee concerning admissions 
requirements. 



When Arts Senator Charlie 
Levenback asked if there were 
any specific requirements for 
applicants to the Faculty of 
Arts, VP Administration Leo 
Yafle responded, "You have to 
be a warm body." 



For a three-year trial period, 
students from Canadian high 
schools must achieve an 
average of 65% instead of 70%. 

According to Dean of Science 
Svenn Orvlg this will not be 
harmful to “borderline 
students." Two years ago the 
Faculty of Science surveyed 
students who had been ac- 
cepted with an average of less 
than 70%. Orvig said these

In mid-February, U de 
Montréal law students walked 
out for four days to protest the 
current evaluation procedure, 
which they termed "unjust and 
unjustifiable.” They were 
supported by students at the 
other three universities in their 
efforts to remove the exams. 

The students said they were 
under a “double-evaluation 
system” because they already 
had to write 30 exams and 10 
papers in their fourth year. The 
final exams, they said, were 
unnecessary. 

When the exams were first 
introduced eight years^ago, 
they ‘were called a temporary 
measure to compensate for 
lack of uniformity in courses 
across the province.

When the ' 
story-teller, who Is the granddaughter 
of the major character of the play, joins 
the other actors on stage In a ritualized 
dance, the historical continuity and 
accuracy of the story is totally 
destroyed, leaving the audience 
restless and uneasy as a result of this 
confusion. 

In the play’s first scene the audience 
Is led to believe that the story will 
revolve around a young man's dilemma 
between truth and trickery. He Is 
chosen by noted shamans to perpetuate 
the deceit a medicine man uses In order 
to cure a patient. The successful new 
shaman threatens to reveal the sinister 
plot of the village chiefs throughout the 
play, blit gradually comes to believe'in 
his power long after the other Kwaklutl 
come to believe in the white man’s 
medicine. Although the basic story line 
that is initially suggested could have 
been successfully employed by Lan, he 
falls to do so, leaving The Winter 
Dancers without a conclusion. 

The technical side of the production 
was excellent. The music was typically 
Indian, the tom-toms and bird calls 
were haunting and effective; the set 
design was starkly artistic and unusual 
and the costumes and lighting were 
colourful and symbolic. 

The play Is based on material taken 
from a book by the well-known 
anthropologist Franz Boas. David Lan 
wrote it assuming that the audience Is 
as familiar with the culture of West 
Coast Indians as he Is. Although certain 
explanatory notes accompany the 
Centaur’s program, they are not 
sufficient. 

Lan acknowledges that 
"anthropologists deal with ritual. Story-

It Is virtually impossible to describe ' 
the plot of the Centaur Theatre 
Company’s production of The Winter 
Dancers in a few words. David Lan’s 
play is an attempt to create a"h epic and 
the audience senses that the playwright 
hopes for them to experience every 
emotion that man Is capable of, In the 
space of two hours. In this respect the 
play is a dismal failure. 

During the course of a mere two acts, 
Lan philosophizes about capitalism, 
colonialism, morality, various religious 
orders, filial piety, psychosomatic 
illness, and of course, the ever-popular 
topic of the seventies— equality 
between the sexes. In short it is a hell of 
a lot of material to cover.ln one evening 
of drama. 

This English playwright who is 
involved with anthropological research 
at the London School of Economics 
Incorporates Into his work every 
dramatic device since the creatjon of 
Adam. He throws in a little bit of a 
story-teller, a few songs, a few dances, 
some jokes, a bit of mime, various 
masks and a poetry reading. 

Although the setting of the play is 
deliberately colourful, the themes are 
incidental to geographic location and 
history of Canada. Lan has chosen the 
Kwaklutl and Bella Coola Indians of 
Vancouver Island as his characters and 
the story is vaguely set somewhere 
around the time of the white man’s 



tellers, particularly playwrights, deal 
with breaking up or the contradiction of 
rituals." The distinction between 
anthropology and drama has been 
largely ignored by Lan making it hard to 
decide whether The Winter Dancers is 
tragic or comic In Its portrayal of ritual.

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Murder by Decree: Satisfaction Guaranteed

I’m exhausted of Sherlock Holmes 
movies. But, It was with a great deal of 
enjoyment that I watched Murder by 
Decree. Besides being a top-rate 
thriller, the film manages to lift the 
audience to a certain level of thought 
and re-evaluation ; not very deep 
thought albeit, but enough to separate 
It from the other Holmes movies. 

Murder by Decreechronicles 
Holmes' search for Jack the Ripper. The 
elements df the film are familiar to all 
those who used to watch Basil 
Rathbone and Nigel Bruce Sunday 
mornings :.Sherlock Holmes, the most 
brilliant detective in the history of the 
world, and his companion, Dr. Watson, 
solve crimes while having virtually no 
evidence to work.from. What this new 
film has that all the earlier British ones 
lacked (to a large degree) is remarkable 
pacing and a good sense of humour. 

The film moves swiftly from one 
Incident to another(absolutely 
necessary for a good mystery) and each 
piece of evidence we are given draws us 
further into the plot. Mood Is used very 
effectively; we are scared when the 
director wants us to brf'and, more 
Importantly, when the people on the 
screen are. Like the'best of the thrillers, 
Murder by Decree tries to keep the 
audience simultaneously awaiting and 
fearing the next scene. 

One thing Murder by Decree has in 
common with the films of, say, 



v 

Hitchcock, is a good sense of humour. 
Christopher Plummer’s Holmes is 
brilliant yetabitabsent-minded and 
buffoonish : and as such he is' infinitely 
more engaging than thestuffed shirt 
that Rathbone gave-us for so many 
years. James Mason (who plays 
Watson), in both this movie and Heaven 
Can Walt, seems to have rediscovered a 
comic talent left largely unused since 
Lolita. The film does not prevent both 
characters and situations from 
momentarily parodying themselves, 
which makes It more fun to watch and 
easier to Identify with. 

The thing the film lacks that prevents 
Its being ranked with the classics of 
this genre Is the huge emotive force one 
associates with Psycho or The French 
Connection. Murder by Decree is not 
emotionally draining. It’s hard to 
describe quite why this is so but it has 
something to do with the fact that while 
Popeye Doyle’s obsession becomes 
ours, Holmes' is short lived and quickly 
vented. Yet while this Is Important it 
does not make the film less worth 
seeing; far from It, it simply puts it in 
the ranks of very good as opposed to 
sublime. 

Besides being a good thriller, the film 
asks intelligent questions. This is done 
In an interesting manner which sounds 
as If It shouldn’t work but does. Holmes 
Is the Holmes we have always known, 
full of intelligence, Integrity and 
goodness. Yet the society around him, 



that has by Its basic goodness made the 
detective such as Holmes possible, is, 
totally changed. Some people In this 
society try to use the murders to their 
own ends and others try to cover them 
up ; both groups act for their own 
selfish reasons. Because Holmes still 
believes In the world of decency that he 
has always known, his very Integrity 
allows the rest of society to exploit and 
abuse him and hls talents. He is made 
into a man separated from the world he 
belongs in; and as such he becomes 
everybody’s fool. 

This is sophisticated stuff for a 
Sherlock Holmes movie and it lëaves us 
wondering how much of what we hold 
as right or good would apply In a 
different time or place. In this area the 
film is reminiscent of Robert Altman’s 
The Long Goodbye. Unfortunately, 
Murder by Decree once again falls to 
live up to its potential. One reason is 
the lack of emotive force. In Altman’s 
film Marlowe's disillusionment was the 
audience’s ; you felt gradually more and 

more disgusted with the world as he 

did. In Murder by Decree Holmes' 
discontent seems to us more or less 
sudden. Also, the explosion resulting 
from Holmes' anger does not come at 
the end of the film as It did in The Long 
Goodbye. Thus the idea of under- 
scoring the disillusionment by leaving it 
as our final Image is forgone, much (in 
my opinion) to the detriment of the 
movie. 



The acting irr the film Is generally 
excellent. Plummer and'Mason turn In 
sterling performances, as do David 
Hemmings, John Gielgud, Geneviève 
Bujold, Frank Finlay and Donald 
Sutherland (in a part that, 
unfortunately, was extraneous and 
could have been left out of the 
screenplay— I assume it was put in for 
mood purposes but it had little Impact). 
The Victorian sets are believable if not 
as flashy as those of The Great Train 
Robbery. 

Murder by Decree Is not à 
masterpiece by anybody’s standards. 
There are several flaws with the ending : 
particularly the Identity of the killer and 
the film s final flaw of sentimentality. 
On the other hand the film Is both very 
good and intelligent and Is aifaong the 
better English language films of the 
year. The criticisms I make are on a 
very high level ; in an era where the 
overwhelming majority of films are 
awful, saying that one misses 
greatness is hardly criticism at all.

Literary magazines have been 
published at McGill since The McGill 
University Gazette In 1873, but McGill’s 
most recent publication breaks new 
ground. Until this year, all of the 
magazines and literary supplements 
concerned themselves with poetry and 
fiction — few interpretive pieces were 
ever Included. «The McGill Literary 
Journal, which goes on sale Monday at 
the University Bookstore and In the 
lobby of the Arts Building, marks the 
first time that a Journal entirely 
composed of critical essays has been 
produced by members of the English - 
Department. 

Work began on the Journal In 
December, undertheeditorshipof 
teaching assistant Matthew Leone.
